She h as alw ays run to me lf h urt 
o r frightened and said, 'P ick me 
up and see w hat’s th e m atter with 
me?* 
rn 
"W hen h e r daddy has to spank 
her for som e naughtiness, she cries 
and runs to m e w ith the sam e re ­ 
frain, T ic k m e up, etc.’ I alw ays 
pick h e r up and talk quietly to her 
telling h e r she m ust be a good girl 
and do a s Daddy says, so th a t he 
w on’t have to spank her. 
I do not 
eym pathlse w ith h e r or pity her. I 
do try then to d istrac t her by find­ 
ing som ething for her to do—’I 
think M itzla (th e dog) needs e 
fresh pan of w ater. L et’s get some 
for her.' 
T his alw ays causes her 
to stop crying and her daddy dig- 
appnfves. saying th a t It undoes the 
punishm ent, and th at she should 
be allow ed to cry alone and unno­ 
ticed.
